At the February 14 Huron 
Township Board meeting 
Supervisor John Mitchell rec- 
ommended that the Township 
hire its current part-time build- 
ing inspector/official as full- 
time under union contract. 

Clerk Dawnette Bowers said 
that it was the recommendation 
of the negotiating committee 
that the position first be read- 
vertised noting the negotiated 
rate of pay of $38,000 annual- 
ly. 

Bowers said that when the 
position had been advertised 
previously, the rate of pay was 
not included because it had not 
yet been determined. There- 
fore, the Township might have 
a wider selection of candidates 
if they readvertise. 

Bowers said that the union 

and ‘negotiating team had also 
determined that they were not

interested in renegotiating to 
increase the salary. 

The Supervisor disagreed 
with Bowers. He revealed that 
the lowest paid building in- 
spector/official in the sur- 
rounding area is $47,000 an- 


nually while in the higher pay-. 


ing areas, the average is about 
$59,000. He argued that they 
would not be able to find a 
more qualified applicant than 
the part-time official they cur- 
rently have. 

The Supervisor lamented, 
“We're trying to fill a position 
with pay that isn’t comparable 
to the market.” 

He reminded the Board that 
the union had erred by pulling 
the salaries for building in- 
spectors, not building officials. 
Therefore, the salary was neg- 
otiated without accurate infor- 
mation regarding the average 

pay for building officials. 


Treasurer Jarrod Barron said 
that he agreed that the contract 
should be reopened. He also 
felt that the Township would 
not get any more applicants 
with a new advertisement as 
the salary currently stands. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley was 
also in agreement that the 
Township isn’t paying enough 
for the position. 

However, Trustee Nora 
Adkins said that she felt the 
position would be more entic- 
ing now because it’s being 
advertised as a union position. 

The Supervisor remarked, 
“Now we’re letting the union 
dictate what we’re gonna pay. 
We’re not gonna get a qualified 
person who’s willing to take 
$7,000 less annually to work 
here.” He continued saying he 
doesn’t understand why the 
Township doesn’t offer the 
full-time position to the 


Township’s current part-time 
official. 

Bowers then revealed that 
the Township has received 
complaints regarding the cur- 
rent official. 

The Supervisor replied that 
he was unaware of any com- 
plaints and had he known of 
them, he would not have made 
the recommendation. How- 
ever, he continued, “If he’s not 
qualified for full-time then he’s 
not qualified for part-time. 
Therefore, I think we should 
dismiss him right now.” 

The Supervisor said that not 
a single complaint had crossed 
his desk. 

Trustee Marlene Krauss told 
the Supervisor she had 
expressed some concern to him 
regarding the building offi- 
cial’s job performance. Krause 
said there had been problems 
in her own house and in some 


of her relative’s homes. 

She continued, “People find 
out they’ve had a final on their 
house but nobody’s been out 
there to look at it.” 

Bowers told the Supervisor 
had she known he was going to 
make the proposal she would 
have discussed the problems 
with him. 

Attorney Richard James 
finally stepped in and recom- 
mended that the Board cease 
making comments regarding 
an employee’s performance in 
the open meeting. The Att- 
orney said that the employee 
should have the opportunity to 
request that it be discussed in a 
closed meeting. 

Finally, Adkin’s motion to 
advertise in the BOCA news- 
letter for a full-time building 
official was carried with the 
Supervisor opposed. 


HURON BOARD OF EDUCATION DISCUSSES ATHLETICS

On February 26, the Huron 
Board of Education held an 
athletic workshop. The work- 
shop was scheduled at the rec- 
ommendation of Superinten- 
dent Thomas Hosler. The 
Superintendent said the inten- 
tion was to do an overview of 

the current athletic programs. 
Following the Board’s brief 
regular meeting, the Superin- 
tendent handed out an agenda. 
Also distributed was a packet, 
which the District’s athletic 
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director, Rick Dorn, helped 
put together. 

The packet discussed sever- 
al aspects of the athletics pro- 
gram in comparison to a cou- 
ple of other Huron league 
schools. The packet described 
all of the teams in the District’s 
league and looked at their bud- 
gets, salaries, teams, and a 
number of other items. 

The Superintendent com- 


~ mented, during a phone inter- 


view, ““There’s a pretty big par- 
ity in coaching salaries.” 

In comparison to Flat Rock, 
Huron’s football coach makes 
$2,200 less annually. Huron’s 
basketball coaches make about 
$2,040 less per year than 


Riverview. 

The Board also reviewed 
the coaching evaluation and 
hiring practices of two other 
districts. A five-year history had 
been taken on the coaching 
changes that have occurred. 

It was found that Huron has 
gone through four football 
coaches in the past five years. 
In addition, several other 
sports programs at Huron have 
had a high turn-over. Several 
have had between two and 
four coaches within the last 
five years. 

In comparison, Airport has 
had only one coaching change 
out of all their programs in the 
last five years. Jefferson has 


had only three coach changes. 

The Board made no actions 
during the workshop. How- 
ever, they have asked that the 
Superintendent cover one sec- 
tion of the agenda at a time 
and come back with recom- 
mendations to the Board. 

The Superintendent expl- 
ained, “We want to make some 
changes that will be helpful 
and meaningful to the kids.” 

The first area the Superin- 
tendent plans to tackle is per- 
sonnel issues such as coaching 
evaluations and head coach 
responsibilities. 

Four other categories that 
will eventually be addressed 
include program issues such as 


the sports programs that are 
offered, team sizes, travel, and 
many other topics. 

The third area to be covered 
will be procedure issues in- 
cluding athletic team budgets, 
the cutting of athletes, and a 
review of the coaching hand- 
book. 

Facilities issues will also be 
looked into. This will include 
items such as the purchasing 
of uniforms and equipment, 
concerns regarding baseball 
and basketball fields, and con- 
cerns over the wrestling room. 

Finally, the District’s athlet- 
ic philosophy will be 
reviewed.
